Paris or Moscow. 


The European situation has now resolved 
itself into a duel between Paris and Mos- 
cow. In the struggle Moscow has two 
advantages ; it can ‘afford to wait, and it 
knows, what it wants. The seriousness of 
the situation seems hardly yet to be 
realised. Faced by an ever-growing danger, 
the Peace Conference has not yet decided | 
much less what steps 
it proposes to take to enforce its 
will upon its enemies. The Confer- 
ence has been experimenting in “new 
diplomacy”. and juggling with unattain- 
able ideals, while losing sight of its very 
raison d’étre—the making of peace. Ten 
weeks ago, when the Conference began, our 
defeated enemies were at our mercy; our 
greatest enemy, Kaiserism, was dead; the 
peoples of Austria-Hungary saw in us their 
saviours, and a world-peace seemed almost 
within our grasp. Now everything has 
changed. Instead of autocracy, anarchy 
defies us ; Hungary openly has flouted our 
authority ; everywhere Bolshevism is gain- 
ing ground. Paris has been thinking, but 
Moscow has been working, Thousands of 
Bolshevist agents have been busy among 
the starving peoples of Eastern and Central 
Europe. ‘The hopes of the world were 
centred in Paris. Weary of war and yearn- 
ing for peace, even the conquered nations 
pinned their faith on the green table at 
the Quai d'Orsay. Weeks passed and 
nothing happened; and now Europe has 
grown tired of waiting. Paris must, either 
make peace at once or face certain disaster. 
There can be no more hesitation, mo more 
delay. What Hungary thinks to-day all 
Central Europe may think to-morrow, and 
then the idealists of Paris may pack up 
their portfolios and go home. They will 
have missed their chance. | 

From the very beginning the Peace Con- 
ference has been inclined to leave Russia 
out of its calculations. It preferred to ignore 
the Bolsheviks rather than to realise 
them. Asa barrier against anarchy a cordon 
sanitaire was drawn along the Eastern 
frontier of civilised Europe. Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, and Rumania were en- 
trusted with the task of keeping the Bol- 
sheviks at bay. The wisdom of this policy 
was possibly doubtful, but, once it was 
adopted, it should have been pursued to its 
logical conclusion ; these new States should 
have been put in a position to stand up 
against Bolshevism. Now they are 
virtually surrounded by its forces, and 
only peace will save them. It was inevit- 
able that mistakes should be made by the 
Peace Conference, and that differences of 
opinion should arise ; the pity is that this 
was not realised from the start. Had the 
world been less confident, perhaps greater 
precautions might have been taken. The 
Poles might have realised that Danzig, 
after all, was not so important as their 
national and social safety, and that it 
would have been wiser to unite with the 
Czecho-Slovaks than to fight against 
them. The Allies might have recognised 
the utmost importance of sending food to 
Germany and the necessity of her cordial 
co-operation against the powers . of 
anarchy. The idealtsts might have perceived 
that a League of Nations would be of little 
avail if there were no nations left to form 
it,” After four terrible years of war we 
were all inclined to expect too much from 
our delegates at Paris.’ The world sees 
now that the Peace Conference is com 


what it wants, 


of men, not of angels, and it is inclined to 


| throw too much blame on their shoulders. 
}Taxpayers in the Allied countries have 
had dreams of huge indemnities from Ger- 
many; they have seen Germany's com- 
merce paralysed for ever. They realise 
now that both these dreams cannot come 
true. The situation has become too serious 
for recrimination ; help, not criticism, 1s 
necessary to ensure a solution of the grave 
problem which faces the Peace Conference. 
It is understood that all minor details are 
being postponed. and that the main peace 
terms may be ready within a week. 

There are two hopeful signs. Paris is 
‘speeding up,” and Germany seems to be 
coming to her senses. In spite of her 
threat to refuse to accept our peace terms 
and to declare a kind of hunger strike, 
Germany is still struggling against Bol- 
shevism. Spartacism has a foothold, but 
the moderate elements in the country are 
strong in their determination not to allow 
it to grow. If the peace terms are ready 
within a week or a fortnight, there seems, 
to be littlé doubt that the Germans will 
sign them. -Allied military assistance will 
then be imperative. Spartacism must be 
crushed, and we are in a position to crush 
it. Rumania must be helped if she is not 
to perish. South-Eastern Europe must be 
placed on a firm footing. When this is done, 
and only then, Europe will be able to tackle 
the Russian problem in earnest. Peace 
with Germany will only be one step on the 
road towards universal peace. If Germany 
were to pay all the costs of the war, and 
indemnify us into the bargain, we should 
still have to face Russia. Events in Hun- 
gary and elsewhere have proved that Russia 
cannot be left out of account. Vhether 
order can be restored there by force of 
moral suasion remains to be seen; 
if not, we all must be. prepared for 
further sacrifices. It is a horrible 
thought that we may be involved in 
another war, but to deny such a _ possi- 
bility would be foolish in the extreme. 
Bolshevism seems to have taken root in 
Russia, and civilisation will not be safe 
while it exists. If our peace délegates 
formulate a sane policy for dealing with 
the Russian question, they may count 
upon the approval of rationa) 
citizen; they will have the support of the 
vast majority of the German people and

differences. The need for cool delibera- 
tion, followed by rapid and decisive action, 
was never greater than it is now. Domestic, 
national, and imperial claims are much 
less important than the claim of humanity 
to a lasting peace. We all have made 
sacrifices for our common cause. We have 
isunk our national individualities in our 
great alliance. We must be prepared to 
“earry on.” 


The One Thing Needful. 

The miners’ delegates will meet to~lay 
to decide whether they shall accept the 
generous terms which the Government has 
offered to declare a strike. 
Fortunately, reason to hope 
that the decision will be in accordance 
with the dictates of patriotism and 
common-sense. A cessation of work would 
bring our industrial and social life to a 
stand-still. At any time the injury thus 
inflicted would be grievous; bat at the 
present juncture, when the eountry is 
suffering from the effects of four years of { 
war, it might well prove disastrous. The 
debate in the House of Lords yesterday 
furnishes ample evidence of the serious- 
ness of the outlook. Stated briefly, the posi- 
tion is that during the war we have spent— 
or pledged—approximately half of our 
national capital, and the value of the other 
half has been greatly depreciated. If the’ 
country is to carry that immense burden 
successfully, two things are essential. In 
the first place, the most stringent economy 
must be exercised in all directions; and, 
secondly, our productive facilities must be 
increased rapidly. So far as economy is 
concerned the Government is setting the 
country a bad example. It has not shown 
sufficient zeal in pruning down expenses 
and reducing the army of State Officials 
whose activities, instead of giving addi- 
tional speed to the wheel of trade, in many 
cases impede its progress. The estimates of 
the Civil Service for the coming year amount 
to nearly £500,000,000, and exceed those for 
the Army. Our London Correspondent 
states that the estimates of the Revenue De- 
partment,’ which were published hast night, 
show a considerable advance: compared 
with the figures for last year, and that this 
is due to the necessity of giving higher 
salaries to officials. Just as economy is re- 
quired in national affairs, so it is needed 
in the personal expenditure of every mem 
ber of the conimunity. Economy alone, 
however, cannot meet the situation. An 
even more important thing is increased 
production, Jiast night Lord Milner de- 
scribed “it as the “one way out.” So far 
the Government has not announced any 
definite policy as to the methods by which 
it intends to encourage the expansion of 
existing industries and the establish- 
ment of ones. It is of very 
little use to urge manufacturers, as 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer urged 
them last week, to imitate the policy 
of American traders and book orders 
in advance for fulfilment when delivery is 
permitted. Very few manufacturers 
will care to take the risk of committing 
themselves until they have some idea of 
the conditions under which they will be 
working at the time when they can 
guarantee delivery. Towards the end of 
the proceedings in the House of Commons 
last night Mr. Bonar. Law made Ithe im- 
portant announcement that, as regards the 
prevention af “ dumping,’ the Government 
intended to carry out every pledge that the 
Prime Minister gave during the general 
election, and that legislation to assist in- 
dustry would be introduced. at an early 
date. The Leader of the House did not 
indicate what form the promised assistance 
would take, and a further statement on 
the subject will be awaited with interest. 
Mr. Bonar Law added that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer was considering the best 
means of giving effect to a system of Im- 
perial preference so as to encourage pro- 
duction within the Empire. 
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A Giant Airship. 

Dublin is familiar with aeroplanes, but 
on Monday night a few lucky citizens 
enjoyed a novel thrill. They were granted 
a brief glimpse of the world’s greatest air- 
ship. The news was telephoned to us by 
a young man “knowledgeable’’ in such 
matters by reason of service with the 
Royal Air Force, The airship sailed in 
from the sea before midnight and hung 
for a few minutes over the Pembroke dis- 
trict. Our informant guessed from its size 
that it was none other than “ R 24,” which 
the firm of Beardmore has created hugest 
.of all man’s handiwork that sails the skies, 
Confirmation came an hour later in the 
news that “R 24” left the Clyde on Mon- 
day afternoon—it was only her second time 
in the air—with the object of circling Ire- 
land, At half-past four yesterday morn- 
ing*‘ R34"'—or another great airship—. 


was seen hawking over Dublin by gaighar LONDON 


wayfarets. Attention was first attract 

to her by a droning noise in the air. Then 
the eye was caught by what seemed to be a 
large and swiftly moving star. Presently, 
above the star—which was, in fact, a power- 
ful lamp—a vast and still blaéker bulk 
disengaged itself from the black clouds. 
It was a curiously sinister spectacle which 
made one realise, as never before, how 
dreadful the great Zeppelins, charged with 
death, must have appeared to the citizens 
of London. “R34” carried a distin- 
guished crew of aeronauts. She had been 
prepared most carefully for this trial trip 
—-which started from the Clyde at 5.15 
p.m. on Monday—for, when Dublin had 
its fugitive glimpse of her, she was in 
training for the supreme adventure of a 
trans-Atlantic flight. It is said that the 
fight will be attempted at the. first 
moment when weather conditions are 
favourable. “R34” must hurry if she 
is to take rank with Columbus, for she has 
many eager competitors. Another large 
airship is being built by Messrs. Vickers 
for the Atlantic journey: it will carry 
passengers and a crew of sixteen men. A 
dozen aeroplanes already are poised for 
flicht on either side of the Ocean, and the 
keenest rivalry exists between British and 
American airmen. It is virtually certain 
that the Atlantic crossing will be made 
during the same year which has established 
‘wireless’? telephony between Canada and 
Ireland. Yet the world seems to be little 
happier now than when Horace’s brass-

BRITISH SHIPPING CONTRACTS FOR 
DISPOSAL.

Lord Inchcape has sent the following letter, 
dated March 2lst, to the Secretary of the 
Chamber of Shipping, London :— 

DEAR Sir,—In continuation of my letter of 
15th January, I have to inform you that I have 
taken over from His Majesty's Government the 
contracts for ninety-six steamers now under 
consideration of a smaller class suitable for the 
coasting trade, and these contracts will be made 
available to British shipowners in the coasting 
trades, without any profit to myself or to the 
companies who I represent. The steamers run 
from 400 tons to 5,050 tons, dead weight, with 
varying speeds, and shipowners who may be 
disposed to acquire the contracts should cem- 
municate with me before 4th April. There will 
also be some twenty-eight vessels of the “ A,”’ 
“B.”’ “F’" (non-fabricated), and “N ” (fabri- 
cated) types taken over from the Government 
since the last let were disposed of, and I shall 
he glad if those interested in these vessels will 
also send their applications by the 4th April. 
Particulars of the steamers and contracts will 
he placed before shipowners who signify their 
disposition to entertain their purchase im due 
course. The allotment of the steamers to owners 
who may wish toe acqfiire them will be entirely 
in my own hands, but will be made on as fair a 
basis as possible.—Yours faithfully,

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MR. WILLIAM COOTE. 

The death occurred yesterday morning at hie 
residence, ““Mountrath,’’ Kerrymount avenue, 
Foxrock, of Mr. William Coote, who for many 
years held a prominent place in the business 
life of Dublin. In his early years he was 
engaged for a short period in commercial pur- 
suits in Belfast, but eventually he became 
associated with the Msurance business, first in 
Belfast, and afterwards for the remainder of his 
life in this city. For more than a quarter of a 
century Mr. Coote ghas been an outstanding 
figure in the insurance world. He was branch 
manager of the Sun Insurance office and secre- 
tary of the Patriotic Assurance Company, and 
in both capacities he enjoyed the esteem and 
confidence of the patrons of these concerns and 
the abiding friendship and good-will of the 
employés under his control. The position he 
held in the favour of members of the Insurance 
Institute of Ireland is indicated by the fact 
that he was twice elected to the position of 
President of that body. A noteworthy feature 
of his character wis the interest he took in 
young men joining insurance bueiness. His 
warm sympathy was always on their side, and 
they greatly benefited. as occasion offered, by 
his advice and help. In private life he was re- 
garded as a firm friend and a genial companion. 
His death will be deeply regretted by all who 
had the pleasure of his acquaintance, and most 
of all by those who were brought into daily 
personal contact with him through their busi- 
ness relations. Mr. Coote was an enthusiastic 
stamp-collector.

News from Paris this morning indicates 
that the Peace Conference is ' Spee ing 
up,” and that it is ossible that the peace 
terms may be ready by next week. It is cer 
tain that the Conference will be ste to 
get peace signed as quickly as possibie ; 
otherwise they will find the situamon se 
changed that further peace treaties mae 
become necessary after new Wars. : 
Paris it is now regarded as probable tha 
the Allies will have to take up arsa 
against Bolshevism, if only to protect t © 
newly born countries fathered by the Con- 
ference. ; 

The labour position looks more promis- 
ing than it did, and there are hopes that 
a satisfactory arrangement will be reached 
this week. It will be a heavy blow for ; 
the Germans and the Bolsheviks if our 
troubles are settled amicably, for great 
hopes are being built up in the enemy 
countries and Kussia on the prdspect of 
our industrial upset. : 
hoped that labour and other interna 
troubles in. Great Britain and france 
would prevent the Allies from entorcing 
their peace terms. If we . succeed in 
making industrial peace, 1t will go a long 
way to securing international peace. 

Slightly more reassuring statements re- 
garding the position in the Ukraine and 
Kgypt were made by Mr. Harmsworth to- 
day in the House of Comomns. As re- 
gards the former, Odessa was in no imme- 
diate danger, and there was no intention 
of evacuating it. The position m the 
north was incidentally referred to by Mr. 
Churchill, who said that our casualties 
so far had been very small, varying from 
one per cent. of the troops employed, to 4 
fifth of that percentage. He promised to 
issue more frequent communtques regard- 
As re- 
gards Egypt, Mr. Harmsworth said there 
was every indication that the improve- 
ment, mentioned by Lord Curzon in the 
House of Lords yesterday, was being main- 


. tained. 


Mr. Churchill again had a busy day. 
No fewer than thirty-six of thé eighty-four 
questions on the paper were addressed 
to his department. On this occasion, how- 
ever, he had for the first time this session 
the able assistance of Mr. H. W. Forster, 
the Financial Secretary, who was warmly 
welcomed after his long illness. Between 
them they gave a good deal of informa- 
tion. Between new recruits and de- 
mobilised men rejoining the New Army 1s 
growing at the rate of about 1,000 a day. 
Meanwhile over 2k million men have 
already been demobilised, a fact which dis- 
poses, in the War Minister’s opinion, of 
the general charge of undue delay levelled 
against his department, though he admits 
that there must be many hard cases due 
to the exigencies of the military situation. 

The matter of the enemy dukes will 
shortly be disposed of. The report of the 
Privy Council, recommending the depriva- 
tion of the peerages of the Dukes of 
Albany and Cumberland, will shortly be 
laid before His Majesty, and their names 
will then, presumably, be removed from 
the roll of the British Peerage. 

If I heard the Food Controller aright, 
there is no immediate danger of a shortage 
of tea in these islands, the stocks on hand 
amounting to over 45,000 tons, or more 
than two pounds per head, for every man, 
woman, and child in the population. 

Most of the Lords’ amendments—some 
of them .of a drastic character—to the 
Rent Restrictions Bill were thrown over- 
board by the Commons to-night, though 
Mr. Marriott spoke in eloquent terms of 
the pitiable conditions of many jof the 
small property-owners. The House, as a 
whole, expressed more sympathy with the 
long-suffering tenants, and the Bill went 
back to their lordships unaltered, except 
for a.few drafting amendments.

perial Preference. Mr, Bonar Law, after 
listening to a good many speeches for and 
against the resolution, plainly stated the 
intentions of the Government. They had 
in 1918 adopted the principle of Imperial 
Preference, and they would devote all 
their efforts to carry it out. 

The election result at Oxford University 
is very satisfactory. for Professor Oman 
has been returned with a majority of 
1,283, M&ving polled more votes than Lord 
Ernle, whom he succeeds. Professor 
Gilbert Murray, who again stood in the 
Liberal interest, polled tive hundred more 
votes than he did at the general election, 
while Mr. Athelstan Riley, standing as an 
Independent, polled over a thousand votes. 
The Labour Party did not contest the seat 
this time, their candidate securing only 
351 votes at the general election. 

Huge increases in salaries are the 
feature of the estimates for the coming 
year of the revenue departments In Ire 
land the increases do not seem to be quite 
so considerable, but they amount to large 
sums.

FRENCH MISSION AS HOSTAGES,

HOW THE REVOLUTION WAS 
CARRIED OUT. 


A Reuter’s message from Copenhagen on 
Tuesday says :— 

The Vienna Correspondent of the Acht Cár 
Abendblatt telegraphs :—The wireless message 1s- 
sued by the ungarian Soviet Government 19 
for the main part untrue that a panic prevails 
in Budapest. There is at present no question 
of the country having resolved on a Soviet Re- 
public. The reports EASA the voluntary 
surrender of arms by French soldiers, who were 
alleged to be infected with Bolshevism, are jn- 
correct. It is rumovred that the Entente Com- 
mission in Budapest has been detained, The 
capital has been hermetically sealed by the 
Government against foreign countries. 

Chicherin’s report on the military situation of 
the Russian Sowiet Government is a great disap- 
pointment to the eye. hears Government. It is 
rumoured that the advance of the Russian 
Soviet troops under Colonel Goergey is incor- 
rect. Regarding the events preced: the revo- 
lution, an eye-witness arriving from Budapest 
reports that the streets became very lively at 
five o'clock on Friday afternoon. Big crowds 
formed at all the street corners, and long proces- 
sions passed through the streets. Shopkeegpers 
hastily closed their shops. When the tension 
had reached its highest itch heavily-armed gol- 
diers appeared here and there and announced 
that Count Karolyi had just resigned, 

At seven o'clock extra editions of the papers 
announced that ‘he Sociglists and Communists 
had occupied all the important points in the 
city. The nervousness increased hourly, and 
excesses occurred late in the evening in various 
parts of the city, in which some persons were 
wounded. s i i 

Early on Saturday sailors with machine guns 
occupied the streeis. A proclamation by the 
new Ministry appeared at 10 o'elock, saying 
that Hungary would fight to the last drop of 
blood for the freedom of the country. 


No definite date has yet been fixed for the 
first aeroplane flight across the Atlantic. It is 
hoped, however, that an attempt will be made 
within the next ten days if the weather condi- 


tions are favourable.

At El Rekkal and El Wasta, on March 15th, 
the mob attacked the station at Rekkal. They 
pillaged an express train from Cairo, which 
afterwards returned to the capital.

An employé o 
the State railways was murdered, and both 
stations were sacked and burnt. The attackers 
came from the neighbouring villages. 

At Tanta, on March 12th, several thousands 
attacked the station, which was protected by 
the military. The troops and police were ob- 
liged to fire, killing 22 natives and wounding 
about 50. A number of similar _inci- 
dents occurred in other parts of the 
country, resulting in the sacking and 
burning of railway stations and trains, 
pillaging of shops and destruction of much Go- 
vernment and private property. Military pre- 
cautions have been taken throughout the 
country to protect the stations and communi- 
cations. 

At many points aeroplanes have fired’ and 
dispersed mobs endeavouring to tear up the 
rails. 

At Cairo on March 11 students organised de- 
immediately seized 
upon by the mob as affording opportunities for 
destruction and looting, which were checked by 
the military. Various minor disorders occurred 
on this and the ensuing days, which were 
checked with the least possible employment of 
force, resulting in 56 deaths and 31 injuries, of 
which 22 were due to rifle fire. 

On March 14 the mob fired on a military 
picket in the Sayeddah Zainab quarter. The 
picket replied, killing 13 natives and wounding 
27. On March 17 an orderly demonstration took 
place at Cairo with the permission of the 
military—a procession of several thousand per- 
sons marching through the streets. Thanks to 
the precautions taken by the authorities and 
organisers of the demonstration, no untoward 
incident took, place. 

GENERAL ALLENBY. 

Reuters Agency learns that, according to 
latest official telegrams from Egypt, a detach- 
ment of troops from the Sudan has been sent 
to occupy Assouan. The situation continues to 
show a steady improvement. General Allenby is 
expected to land to-night.

On the 
contrary, very little fighting had taken place, 
and there had been few casualties. He could 
make no statement as to what strategic policy 
it was proposed to adopt. 
made a strong resistance to the Bolsheviks. A 
German force was also operating in the same 
district, and was doing useful service in saving 
it from the ravages of the Bolsheviks. Cen- 
sequently the Altes were not interfering. He 
had no official information as to the in- 
vasion of Hungary by a _ Bolshevist army:

SUGGESTED ALTERATIONS 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL. 


The Executive Committee of the Proportional 
Representation Society of Ireland, having con- 
sidered the proposals of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in the Local Government (Ireland) Bill, 
have resolved—subject to certain minor amend- 
ments—to support such provisions of the above 
bill as deal with the application of the single 
transferable vote to future elections. The Com- 
mittee hope that other proposals embraced in 
the bill may not be permitted to jeopardise 
thé rapid passage of the proportional repre- 
sentation clauses into law. 

The Committee, however, urge the intro- 
duction of the following amongst other amend- 
ments — 

Provision against Bogus Candidates.—Experi- 
ence of Irish municipal elections ha: shown that 
bogus candidates are not infrequently nomi- 
nated with the object of confusing the elec 
torate. In some cases as many as eight bogus 
candidates, having the samename as a genuine 
candidate, have been put in nomination. This 
expedient, if applied under proportional repre- 
sentation, would introduce hopeless confusion.

It is, therefore, proposed that it shall be neces- ' 
sary for each candidate to lodge a sum of £5 ; 
with his nomination paper, the amount to be. 
returnable if such candidate secures one-tenth |

Free Postage.—Having regard to the increased 
size of constituencies to which individual candi- 
dates will have to appeal, it is proposed that 
each candidate shall have the right to issue one 
circular, free of postage charges, as in Parlia- 
mentary elections, to the electors. 

Casual Vacancies in Urban Constituencies.— 
As it is desirable to preserve the principle of 
by-elections as far as possible, it is proposed 
that casual vacancies, arising from death or re- 
signation, in County Borough and Urban Dis- 
trict Councils should be filled by polling the 
whole constituency, 

Casual Vacancies in Rural Constituencies.— 
The conditions of election in rural), as distinct 
from urban, constituencies are so marked— 
especially in reference to the geographical area 
of constituencies—that it is proposed that all 
casual vacancies arising from death or re- 
signation in County, or ‘Rural District @ouncils 
should be filled by co-option. 

With regard to the date of the annual elec- 
tions, the Committee suggest that these should 
take place in October in 1919, and subsequent 
elections between June and October annually.

WHOLESALE PRICE OF COAL,

FERMOY MERCHANT FINED. 

At. Fermoy Sessions, before Mr. J. M, Dick- 
son, R.M., and other magistrates, Mr. David 
W. Tooms, coal merchant, Fermoy, was sum- 
moned by the Irish Coal Controller's Depart- 
ment for selling to Messrs. John Clarke and 
Co., Bandon, coal at the rate of 40s. 
per ton, which was a price in excess of that 
tixed by the Wholesale Coal Prices Order, 1917. 

Mr. Fitzgerald (of Messrs, D. and T, Fitz- 
gerald) said the case was covered by Para- 
graph 1 of.the Order, which stated that the 
price was not to exceed the price charged at 
the pit head by the owner of the mine b 
ls. 3d. per ton. It appeared that the defend- 
ant purchased a cargm of coal from Messrs. 
McKelvie and Co., expogfers, of Liverpool, at 
30s. 4d. per. ton, and that he, acting in the 
capacity of a factor, resold 144 tons of it 
to Messrs, Clarke at 40s. per ton. The coal 
cost 288. 9d, from the colhery, and credit for 
three months was allowed at 44 per cent. (It 
was probable that the Liverpool! firm were to 
blame, ae they did not inform the defendant 
of the amount paid by them. The Department 
looked on the matter as a very serious one, and 
the prosecution was urged to give it publicity 
so that the offence might be stopped.

MR. BONAR LAW. 


Mr. Bonar Law said that he had listened to 
the debate with great interest and great plea- 
sure. He would endeavour to resist the tempta- 
tion to deal with the subject on the old lines, 
and would state as clearly as he could the 
policy and intentions of the Government. “He 
agreed that the whole future prosperity of the 
country depended on the extent io which they 
could increase production, and it was from that 
basis that the whole efforts of the Government 
would be directed in framing a policy in the 
new conditions. There had long been no doubt 
as to the policy of the Government in regard 
to baic Preference. In 1918, long before 
the election, the Government declared definitely 
that they had adopted, and would carry into 
effect, the policy oi Imperial Preference, and it 
would be carried into effect at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Such policy would have an enor- 
mous effect on the production of sugar within 
the Empire. After the lessons of the war it 
was ridiculous to Say it made no difference 
whether we got sugar from within the Empire 
or from abroad. There was no guarantee that 
we would have won the war without the help of 
our Colonial troops. After that, was anyone 
prepared to say that Imperial Preference would 
not help us? Innumerable advantages would be 
gained by treating the Empire as one unit. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was considering in 
what way that policy could be effectively carried 
out in his forthcoming Budget. As to the pro- 
tection of industries, there would be no hedging 
of any kind, or hesitation in declaring their 
policy as soon as it was possible for p, Fin to 
decide in what form it should be carried out. 
The declaration made by the Prime Minister, in 
his letter at the General Election would be 
carried out by the Government to the full, both 
in the = and the letter. -Of course, they 
must look round and consider what would be 
the best permanent system for the country 
for the protection of our _ industries, 
but that did net mean that they were 
neglecting the subject. Meanwhile, one 
definite part of the undertaking given at 
the time of the election was being definitely 
fulfilled. They definitely promised that there 
would be anti-dumping legislation. A bill on 
that subject had been carefully considered, and 
was already in pring, but he had not had time 
to examine it.

RENT RESTRICTIONS BILL, 


The House considered the Lords’ amendments 
to the Increase of Rent and Mortgage Interest 
(Restrictions) Bill. 

Mr. Fisher moved to disagree with an 
amendment, enabling the landlord to impose the 
10 per cent. increase in the rent as from the 
passing of the Act, and to make a further in. 
crease of 25 per cent. after Lady Day, 1920. 
He said that for the limited duration of the 
Act, a 10 per cent. increase was considered 
sufficient. | 

The Lords’ amendment was rejected. 

A new clause, added by the Lords, dealt with 
the case of a tenant whose rent had been 
raised, and who sub-let the house furnished at 
an exorbitant rent. The clause enabled the 
County Court to cut down the rent, so that it 
should not exceed by more than 25 per cent. the 
pre-war rent. 

The clause was rejected, and other minor 
amendments were disposed of. 


NAVAL, MILITARY, AND AIR 
FORCES BILL 


The Naval, Military, and Air Force Service 
Bill was considered on Report. 

Sir Donald Maclean moved an amendinent to 
Clause 1, the effect of which, he said, would be 
to secure that voluntary service should have an 
adequate trial before this measure, with its 
compulsion, came into operation. The impres- 
sion left on the public mind at the General 
Election was that there was to be no more 
conscription, and it was morally incumbent on 
the Government, before deciding for compulsion, 
to put forward a full and enthusiastic effort to 
get the men by voluntary means. He believed 
that such .an efiort, if accompanied by ade 
quate pay, proper conditions of service, and a 
due appeal to patriotism, would have been suc- 
cessful. The Secretary for War was grossly 
over-insuring, at the cost of a serious infraction 
of the national unity, on this question. 

Mr. Churchill said that the amendment 
would wreck the bill. The Government had 
tried very hard to get the necessary men by 
voluntary means, and they would continue to 
do so, but the appeal was not successful, though 
he admitted that voluntary recruits were now 
being obtained at the rate of nearly 1,000 a 


day. Young recruits were coming up es- 
pecially well, and he had opened recruiting to 
boys of 17 for nine years with the colours and 
three years with the reserve. He asked Sir 
Donald if, when he said that the Government 
were over-insuring, he had taken note of what 
was happening in almost every country in 
Europe. 900,000 men were not too large a 
force to preserve in these critical and perilous 
months. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn said that there was 
a great body of opinion in the country that 
was utterly opposed to the bill, and considered 
it a fraud. 

Mr. John Jones said that he was in favour of 
national service for home defence, but not for 
adventurous enterprises abroad. 

Colonel Greig said that without this bill they 
would risk the fruits of all their successes in the 
war. 

Captain’ Guest, for the Government, said that 
the Government had to deal with the practical 
necessity of the immediate situation. 

On a division the amendment was defeated by 
283 to 71 votes. d 


SOLDIERS AND INDUSTRY. . 


Mr. Hogge moved an amendment to Clause 
1. which makes provision for the prolongation 
of service in the Army, if necessary, to the 
effect that—if a man is so retained, it should not 
be for service in a labour unit.

THE STANDARD OF VALUE.

VISCOUNT PEEL. 


Viscount Peel said that the alarming phrases 
used by Lord Faringdon did not by any 
means represent the view of the Government 
in regard to the financial situation: The rise 
in. food prices had been due to shortage and to 
the enormous wastage of war—not to any depre- 
ciation of the currency. This country had take 
the lead in its endeavour to finance the war out 
of taxation. Before the war taxation was £3 
10s. per head. Now it was £17. In 1913-14 the 
proportion of indirect taxation was 42.5 per 
cent., as against 57.5 in direct taxation, In 
1919 the comparative figures were very interest- 
ing. Excluding the excess profits tax, the ratio 
was—indirect taxation 30.21 per cent, as 
against 69.79 in direct taxation. That worked 
out at £10 5s. 2d. per head of the population. 
If they included the excess profits tax they got 
this very remarkable result—that the propor- 
tion of indirect taxation was 18.63 per cent:, as 
against 81.37 per cent. in direct taxation. That 
was £16 12s. 10d. per head of the population. 
The war was not yet over, and the estimates 
this year included a large number of terminal 
charges which had to be met as a result of 
the cessation of hostilities. Since the armistice 
there had been a reduction of two millions = 
day. Moreover, it must be remembered that. 
the estimates.for the year were provisional, and 
might be subject to large reductions in the 
course of the year. He agreed that the most 
severe economy was necessary, but there was 
also need for further activity in the production 
of wealth on a large scale. 

Viscount Haldane said that the money of tho 
State had been expended so lavishly by the 
business men called in to.conduct the war that 
the people had got it into their heads that the 
national purse was bottomless. 

Lord Faber said he thought that it would be 
unwise to propose any fresh taxation for the 
current year. He advised the Government to 
reduce the excess profits tax to 60 per cent. 
The two watch-words for everyone in the coun- 
try were, “work” and “save.” (Cheers.) 

Lord Buckmaster said that he heard Lord Peel 
with profound disappointment. Lord Peel had 
i met Lord Faringdon’s grave statements with the 
optimistic assurance that the Government did 
not think that things were as bad as Lord 
Faringdon suggested. That was not the way to 
deal with the situation. Taking the national 
capital at 15 to 19 thousand millions, seven 
thousand millions had gone, and. what was left 
had ag wg Ro by 50 per cent. They had 
taken the liquid working capita} of the nation, 
and the residue that was left represented 
nothing like the balance left by taking 7 from 
15 or 19. If there were five thousand millions 
of free capital available in the country after 
the war, taken at the measure of the currency 
before the war, it was about all there was. 
The only thing that would help the country— 
namely, revival of trade was bud hampered 
and hindered by Government contro] and re- 
strictions. (Hear, hear.) A committee of ca 
able men ought to be appointed to ascertain 
the total maximum capacity of the country to 
meet the expenses of Government. 
figure was fixed, all estimates should be forcibly 
compressed within that compass. All borrowing 
must be stopped.

LORD MILNER. 


Viscoufit Milner said that: he would have 
liked more time to consider his reply to Lord 
Buckmaster’s speech, as. it was not an easy 
speech to criticise at a moment’s notice. But 
it was capable of being answered in many re- 
spects. e deprecated the tone employed by 
the noble lord when he went on piling up the 
figures of our indebtedness. That could not be 
made a matter of reproach against the Go- 
vernment, because the debt had been incurred 
for the same purpose by successive Govern 
ments. There had been a storm such as was 
never known in the history of the world agitat- 
ing the waters, and the breakers would con- 
tinue to roll along after the winds had sub- 
sided. That was inevitable. Every member of 
the Government was perfectly alive to the 
pers of the situation. But it would not 
elp matters and get them. out of their difficul- 
ties to exaggerate matters, and to represent to 
all the world that this country was in a state 
far more desperate than was really the case. 
Of course, there was every necessity for the 
greatest. economy in every sphere. He could 
not follow the noble lord through all his figures, 
but some of them were rather surprising. Lord 
Buckmaster seemed to think that the amount 
of our National Debt was an absolute dedue- 
tion from the national wealth of the country. 
He entirely disputed that position. Did anybody 
believe that a valuation of the country would 
show a reduction of 40 to 50 per cent as com- 
pared with the pre-war value? Any such asser- 
tion would be a complete fallacy. The land, 
factories, plant, and machinery of the country 
were actually more valuable. It was a rank 
fallacy to suggest that the depreciation in the 
value of the country as a going concern was 
anything like 6,000 millions, because 6,000 mil- 
lions had changed hands from one set of pe@ple 
to another set. There was one undoubted de- 
preciation, and that was-in the foreign invest- 
ments that had been parted with. Those 
were a dead loss, but the debt created in this 
country was not a dead loss at all in the same 
sense. 

Lord Buckmaster remarked that industry was 
eacyen with 380 millions of interest on the 
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ebt. ; 
Lord Milner replied that there was no depre- 
ciation of industry as a guing concern. The 
real loss which the country had sustained by 
the war could not be measured b figures 
of the National Debt. If, as he believed, our 
effective capital, plant, and productive power 
was not nearly so seriously diminished as Lord 
Buckmaster represented, there was a way out 
by increased production, and it was the only 
way to reduce the burden. If he’ were wrong 
in his view, there would be an enormous de- 
crease in our national income. But Lord Buck- 
master did not allege that that was the case. 
On the contrary, our taxable income was as 
great, if not greater, than before the war. He 
did not wish to give the impression that this 
roblem of how the Government had to meet 
its liabilities was not one of their atest 
roblem. As regarded the Navy and Army 
istimates, though heavy, he did not believe it 
possible to reduce them at present. He was 
rfectly certain that they would not be justi- 
fed in taking a more optimistic view, or in re- 
ducing more rapidly the defensive powers of 
the country. He was absolutely convinced that 
a year ago they anticipated that the war would 
last over the present year. The war came to a:

In accordance 
therewith they would have io state that no part 
of this capital would be used for foreign trade.

MR. BONAR LAW AND THE 
EFFECT OF A STRIKE. 


At a late hour last night the official report, 
of about seven thousand words, was issued of 
yesterday's Conference at Downing etreet be- 
tween the Executive of the Miners’ Federation 
and the Government, to receive the reply of 
the Government to the proposals put forward 
by the miners on Saturday. 
' Mr. Bonar Law said that he had discussed 
the matter with the Prime Minister in Paris. 
They had also dealt with it in the Cabinet, 
and they had come to the conclusion hat it 
was quite impossible, apart from questions of 
interpretation, to go|beyond the Sankey report, 
which the Government were prepared to adopt 
in the spirit, as well as in the letier. To art 
from it would reopen the whole question. There 
was still such a dread of the consequences of a 
strike on tite part of the Government, the 
House of Commons, and of the country, that 
if any way out of it seemed to be opened by 
Justice Sankey’s report, everyone would wel- 
come it. But he thought there were alregdy 
indications that the people were beginning to 
realise to how great an extent the Government 
had undertaken to meet the demands of the 
miners, and how great a risk was being taken. 
The Government were very anxious to meet the 
miners as far as they could, but in agreeing 
to, and acting on, Mr. Justice Sankey’s report 
they had gone as far as it was possible for 
them to £9. 


BENEFITS OF SANKEY 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Detailing the advantages they would obtain 
from the adoption of the Sankey recommenda- 
tions, Mr. Bonar Law pointed out that on 
the question of vationalisation, to which they 
attached so much imporance, Mr. Justice Sankey 
had undertaken to report within two months, 
and as rogards advance in wages, he contended 
that the amount awarded did not represent all 
the advantages that they would get. For they 
must add to that the gain in buying power. 
The cost of living had already begun to fall, 
and in his opinion there would be a consider- 
eble diminution by the end of the year. The 
continuance of the Coal Commission suggested 
in effect Executive action. The Government had 
undertaken to deal with its interim reports in 
the spirit as well as the letter. 


THE GREATEST DOMESTIC CALAMITY. 

The opportunitics which it offered of im- 
proving the whole condition of the 
mining industry were in their grasp 
that day. It would be all lost 
if there should be a strike, for the Commis- 
sion could not sit in that event. 

In conclusion, he emphasised that the strike 
would. be one of the greatest domestic 
calamities, and said that it would have a very 
eerious effect on the peace negotiations if 
the feeling got abroad that the real and funda- 
a, ee of Great Britain had been 
checked.

AGHADA CAMP BURGLARY,

TWO R.1.C. CONSTABLES SENTENCED. 

The Right Hon. Sir John Ross continued the 
hearing of the Cork County criminal business 
yesterday morning, when the trial was resumed 
of Cornelius Cadogan and Michael Rogers, two 
constables in the Koyal Irish Constabulary, who 
pleaded not guilty to having on the 28th 
January of the present year feloniously and 
burglariously enteréd a warehouse in the United 
States Camp at Aghada with inient to steal 
goods therefrom. 

Frank Pauley, boatswain’s mate, United 
States Navy, who was sergeant of the guard at 
the camp on the morning of the alleged 
burglary, swore to going in search of accused 
and finding them in their barracks at White- 
gate. He Fa out to a police sergeant 
Cadogan and Rogers as the two men who had 
been caught in the storehouse. Witness took 
Cadogan and Rogers to the officer of the day, 
and afterwards took them to the guardroom. 
Witness saw a flashlight at the police barracks 
which was similar to those used at the camp by 
officers. 

To Mr. Moriarty—Witness said that when the 
door of the police barrack was opened he re- 
mained outside it about three minutes until his 
companion named Wood arrived, as he did not 
know that he would be too safe with the two 
men inside in a. case of: this kind, and also 
because he wanted assistance to take Cadogan 
and Rogers to the camp. 

Denver Wood, seaman, United States Navy, 
corporal of the guard on the occasion, spoke to 
seeing two R.1.C. constables near the storehouse 
on that night going towards the public road. 
He corroborated the previous witness as io the 
visit to Whitegate Police Barrack. 

To Mr. Moriarty—All flashlights were similar, 
and he presumed millions of them were turned 
out in America. The two constables he saw 
near the store did not try to hide in the least. 

Robert Vroome, storekeeper, United States 
Navy, stated that on the night of the 27th 
January he secured the storehouse. In the 
morning he found that the hasp of the door 
had been wrenched, and it was then possible 
for a person to enter the storehouse. Nothing 
was disturbed, but at the end of the sforehouse 
he found that a door that he had nailed up was 
ajar, the nails having been drawn out of it 
with a pincers, 

Sergeant J. Butler, R.1.C., in charge of White- 
rate Barrack, swore that he went to bed at 
11.50 on that night, leaving Cadogan and Rogers 
in the dayroom, and neither of them had any 
business to leave the barrack after that time 
About half-past five in the morning witness was 
awakened by some parties speaking in hig bed. 
room, and he found three naval men and. 
Cadogan, who was in his shirt and trousers. 
Rogers was in bed at the time, but was awake 
In consequence of what the naval men said to 
him, witness directed Cadogan and Rogers to 
dress and accompany the naval men to the 
camp, and they did so. He noticed nothing ex- 
traordinary about Cadogan except that there 
was mud on his trousers. He appeared slightly 
startled and frightened. 

To Mr. Moriarty—Cadogan, who was a 
married man with four children, had been under

Sir,—I venture to suggest the following 
possible remedy for the chaotic condition into 
which Irish affairs have now drifted. It is 
necessary, first of all, to recognise that for the 
present there is no hope of anything else but 
bitter antagonism betweeg the Unionists of 
lreland and the Sinn Feiners at the other 
extreme. ,Between these two parties there are 
many Irishmen holding moderate views, and ea 
great number of these have now come to the 
conclusion that some form of self-government on 
Dominion lines must eventually come, Is it 
not a fact also that a great many of those who 
call themselves Unionists are not so from any 
love they bear towards England and English- 
men, but because they imagine that the Union 
is their one chance of not being oppressed by 
the majority of their fellow-countrymen who 
differ from them in industry, in religion, and 
in temperament generally P It does not enter 
into the argument whether thie fear of “oppres- 
sion is based upon a solid foundation or not, 
but the fact remaine that the rank and file of 
the Unionists believe firmly that it is. 
Assuming, therefore, that the foregoing

The accused, as a citizen and soldier of the 
Irish Republic, refused to recognise the court, 
and said that he had a right to have any docu- 
ment in his possession.

AL Avertiaing had entirely changed the habits * 
the whole nation. ‘The advertising of toot 
pastes, for instance, had made people take care 
of their teeth more than even the activities 
of dental and other associations. The habit of 
travelling had also been inculeated into the 

eople by advertising. The success of many 
tor sof firms euch as that of Messrs. Selfridge 
was in a large measure due to advertising, and 
in the case of the promotion of national aims, 
such ag Army recruiting, war savings, and ¢ 
economy,*success was purely due to advertising. 
There was a popular fallacy that advertising 
increased the cost of the goods. That, how- 
ever, was not eo. Before a penny was spent 
on advertising, soap, for instance, was dearer 
than it was now, and so far from increasing the 
srice of goods: advertising had undoubtedly 
owered it. It was absolutely necessary to have 
good goods in order to advertise, an nothing 
should be advertised that could not be supplied 
immediately. Advertising always paid, pro- 
vided there was the right kind of advertisement

In conclusion, the lecturer advised all adver- 
tisers to promise only what they could perform. 
Whatever they promised they should be pre- 
pared to fulfil.

REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S 
QUARTERLY RETURNS. 


BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS IN 
IRELAND, 

During the quarter ended 3lst December last 
there were, according to the Registrar-General’s 
return registered in the 829 registrars’ districts 
in Ireland 20,006 births—a number equal to an 
annual birth-rate of 18.5 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population. ‘There were 26,650 deaths 
during the quarter, representing an annual rate 
of 24.6 per 1,000. In the same period (according 
to the returns obtained by the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary and the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
who acted. as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports), 260 persons emigrated, 229 of these 
going to Great Britain. In England and Wales 
last quarter the births registered numbered 
161,775, and the deaths 241,218, the correspond- 
ing numbers for the fourth quarter of 1917 
being 153,675 and 112,741. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 
2.4 below the average rate for the corresponding 
quarter of the ten years, 1908-1917, but 0.5 above 
the rate for the fourth quarter of 1917... The 
deaths are 11,802 above those registered in the 
corresponding quarter of 1917; the death-rate is 
10.9 above the rate for that quarter, and 9.0 
above the average for the fourth quarter of 
the ten years, 1908-1917. 

In comparison with those for the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1917, the returns of pauperism 
furnished by the Local Government Board show 
a decrease of 1,630 in the average number of 
workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the 
quarter, but an increase of 914 in the average 
number of persons on outdoor relief.
